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DETAILED ACTION 

The Supplemental Amendment filed on June 2, 2008 is acknowledged. In virtue 
of this amendment, claims 1-20 are amended; claims 21-24 are newly added; thus, 
claims 1-24 are currently in the instant application. 

Interview Summary 

1 . Examiner contacted applicant's representative, Carl T. Thomsen (Registration 
No. 50,786), on May 27, 2008 for discussing about clarifications of claimed languages in 
independent claims 1 and 12 (i.e., claim 1 : line 7, change "an azimuthal" to - -the 
azimuthal- -; line 9, change "the antenna" to - -an antenna- -; line 21 , change "a solid 
antenna field" to - -the antenna field- -; line 23, add - -each- -after "wherein"; claim 12 : 
line 20, change "a solid antenna" to - -the antenna- -; line 22, add - -each- -after 
"wherein"), and inconsistencies in elements in several claims as a resulted of reference 
numerals (i.e., delete all the reference numerals in the parentheses) being included in 
each of the independent and dependent claims. Applicant's representative agreed to 
overcome the above issues in the supplemental amendment in order to place 
application in allowance condition. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

Prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest: 

An antenna system for measuring azimuth and elevation angles of an 
active, signal sending radiosonde, the antenna system comprising a first passive 
antenna group comprising at least two antenna arrays; a second passive 
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antenna group comprising at least two antenna arrays, wherein the first and 
second antenna groups form an antenna field, and the antenna field is fixedly 
tilted in a predetermined elevation position, wherein each one of the at least two 
antenna arrays of the first passive antenna group is disposed directly facing each 
of right and left lateral sides of one of the at two antenna arrays of the second 
passive antenna group, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as 
in the independent claim 1 . 

Claims 2-1 1 and 21-22 are allowed since they are dependent on claim 1 . 

Claim 1 2 is allowed for similar reason to claim 1 . 

Claims 13-20 and 23-24 are allowed since they are dependent on the 
independent claim 12.
